DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

1. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 

o 

directed to non-statutory subject matter. Specifically, the claiming of structures being in 
contact with or implanted within the body amounts to an inferential recitation of the 
body, which renders these claims non-statutory. The examiner recommends changing 
"in contact with" to -adapted to be in contact with-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
• making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

- 1 . Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 

specification, while being enabling for a cup-like appliance designed for the containment 

and human consumption of a conductive potable liquid, does not reasonably provide 

enablement for every conceivable means for electrical stimulation of the superficially 

cursing phrenic and superficially coursing vagus nerves. The specification does not 

enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
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connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 
Claim 1 is a single means claim and as a result has not further been treated under 
merits. 

According to the MPEP 2164,08(a), ''A single means claim, i.e., where a means 
recitation does not appear in combination with another recited element of means, is 
subject to an undue breadth rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. In re Hyatt, 
708 F.2d 712, 714-715, 218 USPQ 195, ^197 (Fed. Cir. 1983) (A single means claim 
which covered every conceivable means for achieving the stated purpose was held 
nonenabling for the scope of the claim because the specification disclosed at most only 
those means known to the inventor.). When claims depend on a recited property, a fact 
situation comparable to Hyatt is possible, where the claim covers every conceivable 
structure (means) for achieving the stated property (result) while the specification 
discloses at most only those known to the inventor." 

2. . Claims 1-5 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

3, Claim 2 is further rejected under 35 U.S.C, 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
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applicant regards as the invention. The claim is vague and the examiner is unsure if the 
Applicant is claiming a cup or a cup and liquid. Currently only a cup is positively 
claimed, not the liquid. 

o 

4. Claims 3-5 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 3-5 recites the limitation "appliance". There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Only a "device" has sufficient 
antecedent basis. 

5. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the necessgry structural connections. See MPEP 

§ 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: structure for the 
secondary conductor. The Applicant appears to be claiming a method claim, since the 
structure for the secondary conductor is not positively claimed. 

6. Claim 5 is further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 5 recites the limitation " the galvanic 
stimulation". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 . Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by F.W. 
Flint (US 408,607). Flint discloses a electric drinking-vessel that applies "electricity in 
connection with suitable liquids, liquid medicines, or beverages therapeutically to the 
human or animal system"(page 1 , lines 11-14). The vessel further comprises a battei^to 
create galvanic stimulation. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Brockman et 
al. (US 4,210,141 ). Brockman et al. discloses a cup-like appliance for the delivery of a 
liquid for the treatment of hiccoughs or hiccups. 

Claim Objections 

1 . A series of singular dependent claims is permissible in which a dependent claim 
refers to a preceding claim which, in turn, refers to another preceding claim. 

A claim which depends from a dependent claim should not be separated by any 
claim: which does not also depend from said dependent claim. It should be kept in mind 
that a dependent claim may refer to any preceding independent claim. In general, 
applicant's sequence will not be changed. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification fails to describe figures 2 and 3. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: characters 7 and 8 are not mentioned in the specification. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (d), or amendment to 
the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609,04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on 
form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 
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An examination of this applicatiorureveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed.
